In  observance  of  Veterans'  Day,  the  National  Park  Service  at  Lincoln 
Home  National  Historic  Site  invites  the  public  to  enjoy  a  program 
entitled,  "Face  to  Face  with  Billy  Yank:    A  dramatized  interview  with 
a  Civil  War  Soldier."

In  honor  of  the  176th  anniversary  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  birth,  the  National 
Park  Service  at  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic  Site  invites  the  public  to 
observe  a  special  commemorative  stamp  cancellation  on  Tuesday,  February  12, 
1985.

The  National  Park  Service  at  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic  Site  announces 
that  two  historic  structures  within  the  Site  will  be  made  available  for 
leasing.    The  Corneau  House,  which  contains  1,088  square  feet  of  floor 
space,  and  the  Stuve  House,  containing  5,425  square  feet,  will  be  leased 
for  low-key  private  business/commercial/professional  use.    The  Corneau 
House  is  located  at  428  South  Eighth  Street,  and  the  Stuve  House  at  530

Both  structures  are  included  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 
As  a  result,  a  corporation  or  individual  leasing  either  house  may 
qualify  for  investment  tax  incentives.    By  the  provisions  of  the  Economic 
Recovery  Tax  Act  of  1982,  lessees  who  lease  a  certified  historic  structure 
for  a  minimum  of  15  years  and  rehabilitate  it  for  income-producing 
purposes  may  qualify  for  a  tax  credit  of  up  to  25  percent  of  the  re- 
habilitation funds  expended.    While  the  exterior  of  the  structure  must 
be  preserved,  the  lessee  will  be  permitted  to  adaptively  restore  the 
interior  of  either  house,  subject  to  the  restriction  that  major  archi- 
tectural features  must  be  protected.

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HISTORIC  AMERICAN  BUILDINGS  SURVEY 
AT  LINCOLN  HOME  NATIONAL  HISTORIC  SITE 


Under  the  auspices  of  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey,  the 
National  Park  Service  is  documenting  the  architecture  of  five  historic 
structures  at  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic  Site. 

The  buildings  under  studv  are  the  Dean,  Dubois,  Miller,  Soriqq,  and 
Arnold  Houses.    During  the  1850s,  these  structures  were  integral 
elements  of  the  Lincoln  Home  neighborhood.    The  project  will  employ 
photographs,  field  measurements,  and  measured  drawings  to  document 
existing  architectural  conditions  in  each  building.    This  research  will 
lay  the  foundation  for  Historic  Structures  Reports,  which  will  later 
provide  recommendations  on  restoration  of  the  houses. 

Under  professional  direction,  a  team  of  student  architects  and  graduate 
students  in  historic  architecture,  is  conducting  the  research  as  part 
of  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey.    The  project  will  continue 
through  the  summer.    At  its  conclusion,  the  Historic  Site  and  the 
National  Park  Service  Midwest  Regional  Office  will  receive  copies  of 
the  drawings.    All  original  records  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Library 
of  Congress  for  preservation. 

The  Washington  Office  of  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey  and  the 
National  Park  Service  Midwest  Regional  Office  are  jointly  sponsoring 
the  project.    Initiated  in  1933  as  a  program,  within  the  National  Park 
Service,  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey  or  HABS,  was  the  U.S. 
Government's  first  major  effort  to  establish  a  comprehensive  program 
for  documenting  America's  historic  buildings.    HABS  has  created  one 
of  the  largest  collections  of  architectural  records  in  the  world.  The 
Survey's  collection  contains  over  41,000  measured  drawings,  77,000 
photographs,  and  42,000  pages  of  written  architectural  and  historical 
data  describing  16,000  buildings  throughout  the  nation.    In  documentinq 
structures,  the  Survey  gives  priority  to  historic  buildings  owned  by  the 
National  Park  Service,  to  designated  National  Historic  Landmarks,  and 
to  historic  structures  which  are  in  danger  of  demolition.

Lincoln's  house  presently  is  being 
drilled  and  stripped  ot  siding  here 
and  there  so  its  underpinnings  can  be 
prodded  So  tar,  the  addition  put  on 
the  house  in  1856.  at  a  C06t  of  $1. 
300,  "looks  pretty  good,"  said 
Painter 

The  work  under  way  isn't  just  an 
inquiry  into  the  1 9th  century  contrac 
tor's  integrity  Scientists  and  others 
are  determining  the  condition  of  the 
146  year  old  house  and  what  needs 
to  be  done  to  keep  it  standing  tor  the 
next  150  years 

They  also  are  unraveling  some  ot 
those  tittle  mysteries  that  intrigue 
historians  and  restoreis,  such  as 
whether  the  contractor  took  some 
shortcuts  in  1856 

The  investigations  are  part  ot  a  2- 
to  3-year  etlori  to  restore  the  house 
lo  the  appearance  it  had  when  Lin 
coin  lived  in  it. 

One  question  under  consideration 
is  the  color  ot  the  house  in  Lincoln's 
time  National  Park  Service  staff 


members  who  are  doing  the  investi- 
gative work  now  think  they  know 

When  siding  was  removed  on  the 
north  side  at  the  rear  of  the  house, 
the  chimney  that  vents  the  rear  par 
lor  stove  was  found  to  be  painted 
brown,  a  darker  brown  than  fhe 
house  is  painted  now 

Painter  said  the  chimney  may 
have  been  covered  with  siding  during 
the  1856  enlargement  ot  the  house 
The  remodeling  may  have  included 
an  extension  ot  the  second  floor, 
which  would  have  affected  the  chim 
ney 

Samples  ot  fhe  paint  are  being  an- 
alyzed to  determine  whether  it  dates 
to  the  1850s 

The  investigators  presently  are 
working  at  the  front  of  the  house,  and 
(heir  scaffolding  and  plastic  draping 
around  the  front  door  temporarily 
block  visitors'  view  of  the  old  house 

At  various  points,  beginning  at  the 
fir  si  floor  level  and  extending  lo  just 
below  the  roof,  siding  has  been  re 
moved,  exposing  the  interior  struc- 
ture (After  work  is  completed  for  the 
day.  plastic  sheets  shield  the  open 
areas  ) 

The  work  has  exposed  brick  col- 
umns, called  "noggings  "  Painter 
said  the  noggings  served  the  pur 


pose  of  discouraging  rodents  from 
entering  the  space  between  the 
outer  and  inner  walls  and  also  pro 
vided  some  insulation  Walnut 
boards  were  used  in  constructing  the 
house 

Some  ot  fhe  floor  joists  don't  fit  as 
snugly  as  they  should  against  the  up 
rights,  according  to  Painter,  and 
some  adjustments  will  have  to  be 
made  The  Park  Service  also  is  con- 
cerned about  strengthening  the  floor 
supports,  which  aren't  strong 
enough  to  ensure  preservation  ot  the 
house.  Painter  said 

So  about  hallway  through  their  in 
vestigation,  Park  Service  research 
ers  know  a  good  deal  about  the 
things  that  must  be  done  to  preserve 
the  146-year  old  house 

"The  big  challenge  is  eventually 
the  installation  of  humidity  (control) 
and  air  conditioning.''  said  Painter 


Environmental  controls  are  neces

The  National  Park  Service  at  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic  Site  invites 
the  public  to  enjoy  a  dramatized  interview  with  Lincoln's  law  partner 
and  biographer.    "The  Real  Lincoln?    A  Dramatized  Interview  with  Lincoln's 
Law  Partner  and  Biographer,  William  H.  Herndon"  begins  at  2  p.m.

Park  Ranger  Karl  a  Tanner  will  portray  the  interviewer.    She  is  an  alumnus 
of  San  Jose  State  University  in  California.    In  1977,  Ms.  Tanner  began 
her  career  in  the  National  Park  System  by  interpreting  the  history  of 
early  settlers  in  Yosemite  National  Park..    Subsequent  assignments  include 
such  diverse  areas  as  Saguaro  National  Monument,  Glen  Canyon  National 
Recreation  Area,  Bryce  Canyon  National  Park,  and  Mount  Rainier  National 
Park.

He  has  conducted 
extensive  archeological   research  at   Cahokia  Mounds,    as  well  as 
other   sites   in   Illinois,    eastern   states,    and   the   countries  of 
Jordan   and   Peru.      Dr.   McConnaughay   is   the   author   of  numerous 
articles   and   research  reports  describing   the  results   of  arche- 
ological  excavations   in  which  he  has  participated.

An  original  interpretation  of  a  traditional 
log  cabin  design,  the  quilt  is  bordered  with  polished  cotton  in  a  bearded 
wheat  pattern.

Lincoln,  then  a  prosperous  law- 
yer and  former  state  legislator, 
bought  the  two-story  frame  house 
in  1844  for  $1,500.  He  lived  there 
with  his  wife  and  four  sons  until 
1861,  when  the  family  moved  into 
the  White  House.  It  is  the  only 
'    house  Lincoln  ever  owned.

More  than  a  talented  artist,  Dr.  Ostendorf  is  an  authoirty  on  the  life  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.     His  personal  research  and  vast  collection  of  rare  photo- 
graphs of  Lincoln  and  the  Civil  War  era  have  been  featured  in  many  national 
publications,  including  the  American  Heritage  Picture  History  of  the  Civil 
War. 


Plans  are  presently  underway  for  the  creation  of  a  Lloyd  Ostendorf  Gallery 
at  the  Lewis  A.  Warren  Library  and  Museum  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  When 
completed,  the  gallery  will  feature  his  art  and  a  portion  of  his  private 
photograph  collection.     Dr.  Ostendorf 's  works  can  be  found  hanging  in  such 
places  as  the  Governor's  Mansion  in  Springfield,  IL,  the  Illinois  State 
Capitol,  Lincoln  College  in  Lincoln, *IL,  Lincoln  Memorial  College  in 
Tennessee  and  hundreds  of  other  locations.

In  honor  of  the  178th  anniversary  of  Lincoln's  birth,  the  National  Park 
Service  at  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic  Site  invites  the  public  to 
enjoy  a  special  presentation  entitled,  "Abraham  Lincoln:     A  Musical 
Biography."    The  program  will  begin  at  7:00  p.m.  on  Saturday  evening, 
February  7,  1987,  and  will  be  presented  again  at  2:00  p.m.  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  February  8,  1987.

Lincoln.     Actor  R.  Frederick  "Fritz"  Klein  will  portray  Abraham  Lincoln, 
a  role  he  has  played  throughout  the  United  States.     Mr.  Klein  will  utilize 
passages  from  Lincoln's  speeches  and  writings  to  dramatize  the  life  of  the 
sixteenth  President.     The  chorus  of  the  Springfield  Symphony  Orchestra 
will  perform  musical  selections  which  played  an  important  role  in 
Mr.  Lincoln's  life.     Paul  Presney,  Jr.,  well-known  for  his  many  fine  per- 
formances with  the  Springfield  Municipal  Opera,  will  portray  Jesse  K. 
Dubois,  the  Illinois  State  Auditor  of  the  1850 's  and  60 's  and  master  of 
ceremonies  for  the  program. 

Mr.  Klein  is  an  actor,  public  speaker,  and  Lincoln  look-alike.     He  portrays 
Lincoln  across  the  nation,  presenting  "stump  speeches"  on  various  topics 
in  Lincoln's  own  words.     Mr.  Klein  has  extensively  researched  The  Collected 
Works  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  basic  resource  for. his  presentations.  He 
closely  approximates  the  actual  height  and  weight  of  the  world-famous 
President.     Mr.  Klein  spends  four  hours  on  make  up  before  each  performance, 
thus  enhancing  his  own  natural  resemblance  to  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Founded  in  1985,  the  Springfield  Symphony  Chorus  is  directed  by  Richard 
Garrin.     Mr.  Garrin  is  also  Assistant  Conductor  of  the  Chicago  Symphony 
Chorus  and  Director  of  Music  for  Windy  City  Performing  Arts  where,  in 
1979,  he  co-founded  the  award-winning  Windy  City  Men's  Chorus.  Musical 
selections  in  the  program  will  include  "Barbara  Allen,"  "Skip  to  My  Lou," 
"Battle  Cry  of  Freedom,"  and  "Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic." 
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LINCOLN  HOME  TO  CLOSE 

The  Lincoln  Home  will  close  for  a  comprehensive  preservation  project  on  May  26, 
1987  at  5  p.m.  according  to  Jim  O'Toole,  Superintendent  at  Lincoln  Home  National 
Historic  Site. 


The  Home  will  be  closed  to  the  public  for  repair  and  replacement  of  deteriorated 
fabric,  reinforcement  of  beams  and  other  structural  members,  and  installation  of  a 
climate  control  system  designed  to  provide  a  protective  environment  for  the  house 
and  its  historic  furnishings.  Goals  of  the  project  include  preserving  the 
original  fabric  and  assuring  the  stability  of  the  148-year  old  building  which  has 
been  visited  by  approximately  10  million  visitors  since    becoming  a    National  Park

Service  area  •  *  *  1S72.  River  City  Restoration,  a  firm  based  in  Hannibal,  Missouri, 
will  serve  as  the  principal  contractor  for  the  project. 

Although  the  Home  itself  will  be. closed  to  the  public  due  to  safety  hazards  caused 
by  the  preservation  activities,  the  Lincoln  Home  Visitor  Center  will  remain  in 
operation,  offering  visitors  a  full  range  of  interpretive  activities.  During  the 
summer  of  1987,  these  will  include  tours  of  the  historic  neighborhood  surrounding 
the  Lincoln  Home,  dramatizations  featuring  figures  from  1850's  Springfield,  slide 
lectures  on  Lincoln  sites  in  Illinois,  and  a  series  of  lectures  in  observance  of 
the  Bicentennial  of  the  Constitution.

While  the  Lincoln  Home  itself  will  soon  be  closing  for  architectural  preser- 
vation treatment,  the  Lincoln  Home  Visitor  Center  will  remain  open  from  8:30 
a.m.   to  5:00  p.m.  every  day  except  Thanksgiving,       Christmas,  and  New  Year's. 
Located  at  426  South  Seventh  Street  in  Springfield,   Illinois,   the  Visitor 
Center  will  serve  as  the  base  for  the  many  programs  which  are  being  offered 
thin  s mer      Two  films  will  be  shown  in  the  theaters.     "A  Visit  to  the 
Lincoln  Home,"  a  new  production,   is  13  minutes  in  length  and  provides  visitors 
with  a  narrated  tour  through  the  furnished  interior  of  the  Home.     The  Site's 
18-minute  orientation  film,  "Mr.  Lincoln's  Springfield,"  is  shown  every  half 
hour.-    Exhibits  in  the  Visitor  Center  explore  the  six  Lincoln  sites  in  the 
Springfield  area.     Unless  otherwise  noted,  all  the  programs  described  below 
begin  at  or  take  place  within  the  Visitor  Center. 

A  program  entitled,  "Following  in  Mr.  Lincoln's  Footsteps,"  consists  of 
conducted  walks  through  the  historic  neighborhood  surrounding  the  Lincoln 
Home.     Scheduled  every  30  minutes  between  9  a.m.  and  3:30  p.m.,   the  tours 
will  enable  visitors  to  gain  glimpses  of  Abraham  Lincoln  as  a  lawyer,  family 
man,  and  politician,  and  will  also  describe  the  environment  which  the  Lincoln 
family  knew  in  Springfield.     The  tours  may  vary  on  specific  points  covered; 
for  example,  some  may  emphasize  the  restoration  of  the  historic  neighborhood 
and  include  a  view  of  the  interiors  of  other  homes  within  the  Site.  In 
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addition  to  these  conducted  walks  through  the  neighborhood,  National 
Park  Service  interpreters  will  be  stationed  at  various  points  around  the 
neighborhood  to  provide  insights  into  its  history  and  significance. 

A  different  perspective  on  the  neighborhood  can  be  gained  by  the 
"Twilight  Walk"  program.     A  member  of  the  staff,  dressed  in  historical 
costume,  will  present  these  tours  from  the  viewpoint  of  an  1860's 
Springfield  resident  who  knew  the  Lincoln  family.     Included  will  be 
many  anecdotes  about  the  neighbors  and  their  relationships  with  the 
family.     The  "Twilight  Walk"  will  begin  near  the  south  entrance  to  the 
Visitor  Center  at  7:30  p.m.  on    Thursday,  June  18,  Friday,  July  24, 
Thursday,  August  20,  and  Friday,   September  25.     The  evening  is  an 
ideal  time  to  visit  the  historic  neighborhood  and  recapture  the 
ambiance  of  Eighth  Street  as  the  Lincolns  knew  it. 

Other  programs  also  provide  insights  into  the  Lincoln  Home  story 
through  dramatization  by  persons  in  period  clothing.     These  will  be 
presented  at  2  p.m.  on  Tuesdays.   "The  Real  Lincoln?    A  Dramatized 
Interview  with  Lincoln's  Law  Partner  and  Biographer,  William  H. 
Herndon"  explores  Herndon's  research  and  writings  on  Lincoln,  which 
are  among  the  most  important  sources  of  information  concerning  the 
sixteenth  President.     The  participants,  will  discuss  and  often 
humorously  disagree  about  such  topics  as  Lincoln's  law  and  political 
careers,  his  marriage  and  home  life,  and  the  traits  of  character 
which  contributed  to  Lincoln's  greatness.     "The  Real  Lincoln?"  will 
be  presented  at  2  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  June  16,  July  21,  and  August  11. 

In  "Mr.  Smith  Comes  to  Springfield,"  a„  staff  member  portrays  an 
itinerant  musician  of  1860  who  comes  to  town,  performs  guitar  music  of 
the  era,  and  discusses  life  in  the  Springfield  which  the  Lincolns  knew. 
"Mr.  Smith  Comes  to  Springfield"  will  be  presented  at  2  p.m.  on  Tuesdays 
June  23,  and  September  8. 

"Neighborhood  Nostalgia"  will  focus  on  the  relationship  of  the  Lincoln 
family  to  their  Springfield  neighborhood,  as  seen  through  the  eyes  of 
Mrs.  Ella  Mae  Chatterton,  a  lady  of  some  social  prominence  in  the  1850" s 
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Springfield.       "Neighborhood  Nostalgia"  will  be  presented  at  2  p.m.  on 
Tuesday  July  7. 

What  was  it  like  to  be  in  a  Civil  War  battle?     Were  bullets  or  poor  health 
conditions  more  hazardous  to  the  lives  of  the  soldiers?     "Face  to  Face  with 
Billy  Yank  :    A  Dramatized  Interview  with  a  Civil  War  Soldier"  will  explore 
such  topics,   in  addition  to  training,   daily  life  in  camp,  and  the  reasons 
people  volunteered  to  serve  in  the  Civil  War.     At  the  conclusion  of  the 
program,   the  audience  will  have  an  opportunity  to  examine  the  weapons  and 
accoutrements  of  the  Civil  War  soldier.     "Face  to  Face  with  Billy  Yank" 
will  be  presented  at  2  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  July  14,  August  4,  and  August  18. 

Was  Mrs.  Lincoln  the  tyrant  William  Herndon  portrayed  in  his  biography  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  or  was  she  the  devoted  and  loving  wife  and  mother  revealed 
in  her  letters?     "Finding  Mrs.  Lincoln:     A  Dramatized  Interview  with  Mary 
Lincoln's  Older  Sister,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Todd  Edwards"  will  explore  such 
topics,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Edwards'    reasons  for  opposing  the  marriage  of  her 
sister  to  Abraham  Lincoln.     The  concluding  portion  of  the  program  dis- 
cusses Mrs.  Lincoln's  later  years,  after  the  death  of  her  husband.  "Finding 
Mrs.  Lincoln"  will  be  presented  at  2  p.m.  on  Tuesdays  July  28  and  August  25. 

"An  Ordinary  Day"  dramatizes  the  activities  of  a  Springfield  resident  on  the 
day  of  Lincoln's  departure  from  Springfield,  February  11,  1861.     It  includes 
a  discussion  of  the  personal  meaning  of'  Lincoln's  Farewell  Address  to  the 
people  of  the  city.     "An  Ordinary  Day"  will  be  presented  at  2  p.m.  on  Tuesday 
September  1. 

In  observance  of  the  Bicentennial  of  the  Constitution,  Dr.  Ephraim  Fischoff 
will  present  a  series  of  lectures  exploring  connections  between  the  U.  S. 
Constitution,  the  founding  fathers,  and- Lincoln' s  life  and    thought.  Dr. 
Ephraim  Fischoff  is  a  noted  scholar  and  educator  in  the  humanities.     He  has 
taught  at  such  institutions  as  Hunter  College,  Lynchburg  College,  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  College  of  William  and  Mary,  and  Sangamon  State 
University.     He  currently  serves  as  Visiting  Professor  at  Southern  Illinois 
University  School  of  Medicine.     Dr.  Fischoff  has  written,  edited,  and  trans- 
lated several  books  relating  to  the  intellectual  history  of  Western 
civilization.     Lectures  by  Dr.  Fischoff  will  be  presented  at  2:00  p.m.  in

Connections  with  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal"  (lecture  without  slides) 
on  August  12.

LINCOLN  HOME   DURING  WINTER 

The  National  Park  Service  at  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic 
Site  announces  that  an  enclosure  system  will  be  erected  around 
the  Lincoln  Home  by  mid-November,  1987.  This  will  allow  work  on 
the  Lincoln  Home  restoration  project  to  continue  throughout  the 
winter . 

As  the  first  step  in  the  enclosure  process,  scaffolding  will 
surround  the  Lincoln  Home,  in  order  to  facilitate  treatment  of 
the  structure's  walls.  A  corrugated  metal  shed  roof  will  cover 
the  scaffolding  from  above  and  vinyl  polyester  fabric  will  be 
extended  around  the  exterior  of  the  scaffolding.  The  enclosure 
will  protect  the  work  area  from  wind  and  snow;  it  will  also 
provide  a  sufficiently  warm  environment  for  curing  of  plaster  and 
other  essential  work  which  cannot  be  carried  out  at  sub-freezing 
temperatures.  The  roof  of  the.  Lincoln  Home  will  not  be  covered, 
since  restoration  work  on  the  roof  has  already  been  completed.

SURROUNDING  THE  LINCOLN  HOME 

The  National  Park  Service  at  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic 
Site  announces  that  the  enclosure  system  surrounding  the  Lincoln 
Home  will  be  removed  on  Wednesday,  March  30,  1988.  The  Honorable 
Ossie  Langfelder,  Mayor  of  Springfield,  John  P.  Clarke,  publisher 
of  the  State  Journal-Register,  a  representative  of  the  Governor's 
Office,  Dr.  Michael  Devine,  Director  of  the  Illinois  Historic 
Preservation  Agency,  and  Lisa  Stone,  President  of  the  Junior 
League  of  Springfield,  will  officiate  at  the  ribbon-cutting 
ceremony  observing  the  lowering  of  the  curtain  of  vinyl  polyster 
fabric  which  has  enclosed  the  Lincoln  Home  since  November  1987. 
The  ceremony     will   begin     at   10     a.m.  The  enclosure  system  was 

erected  in  order  to  allow  work  on  the  Lincoln  Home  restoration 
project  to  continue  throughout  the  winter.  Removal  of  the 
enclosure  system  is  symbolic  of  the  restoration  work  entering  its 
final  phase,  in  preparation  for  the  completion  of  the  $1.7 
million  project  on  May  20,  1988,  and  the  reopening  of  the  Lincoln 
Home  on  June   1 6 . 

The  National  Park  Service,  which  has  administered  Lincoln 
Home  National  Historic  Site  since  1972,  is  directing  the 
restoration     work.  The     project     began     in     May     1987.  Don 

Castleberry,  Director  of  the  Midwest  Region  of  the  National  Park 
Service,  the  Honorable  James  Thompson,  Governor  of  Illinois,  U.S. 
Senator  Paul  Simon,  Congressman  Richard  Durbin,  the  City  of 
Springfield,  and  numerous  organizations  have  played  an  important 
role   in  providing  support  for  the  project  since   its  inception. 
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The  enclosure  system  must  be  removed  so  work  can  immediately 
begin  on  grading  and  landscaping  the  Lincoln  Home  yard;  this  will 
include  laying  sod  and  planting  trees  and  shrubs.  Other  exterior 
activities  will  include  construction  of  fencing  and  work  on  the 
retaining  wall,  exterior  steps,  and  brick  paving  surrounding  the 
Home.  Interior  work  in  the  final  phase  of  the  project  will 
include  refinishing  woodwork,  installing  wallpaper,  carpets,  and 
visitor  handrails,    as  well  as  refurnishing  the  rooms. 

Removal  of  the  enclosure  system  will  reveal,  for  the  first 
time,  the  Lincoln  Home  painted  in  its  historically  correct 
colors.  Newspaper  accounts  from  i860  refer  to  the  Lincoln  Home 
as  being  brown  in  color.  Nevertheless,  the  correct  shade  of 
brown  has  only  become  known  through  a  historic  paint  analysis 
carried  out  as  part  of  the  restoration  project.  This  exemplifies 
the  many  important  discoveries  regarding  the  history  of  the 
Lincoln  Home  which  have  resulted  from  the  project. 

The  fundamental  purpose  of  the  Lincoln  Home  restoration 
project  is  to  assure  the  stability  of  the  149-year  old  building, 
which  has  been  visited  by  approximately  iO  million  people  since 
becoming  a  National  Park  Service  area  in  i972.  Every  possible 
effort  is  being  made  to  preserve,  protect,  and  restore  those 
elements  of  the  house  which  were  present  when  the  Lincoln  family 
occupied     the     dwelling.
